AIRCRAFT 

Accurate  scale  model  aircraft  have  proved  the 
most  helpful  training  device  for  the  recognition  of 
aircraft.  For  this  reason,  the  Navy,  the  Army,  and 
Civilian  Defense  groups,  and  others  need  thou- 
sands of  them.  This  will  require  many  different 
kinds  of  planes:  Fighters,  scouts,  bombers,  fighter 
bombers,  torpedo  carriers  and  commercial  planes. 

These  are  to  represent  planes  of  the  United 
States,  England,  Canada,  Australia,  Holland,  Rus- 
sia, France,  Germany,  Italy,  Japan,  and  other  na- 
tions now  engaged  in  this  war. 

In  December  1941,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
asked  the  United  States  Commissioner  of  Educa- 
tion if  the  nation's  schools  could  make  500,000 
scale  model  airplanes  "for  such  purposes  as  recog- 
nition, range  estimation,  and  to  determine  the 
cones  of  fire." 

Garfield  has  a  fine  group  of  model  builders  that 
keep  Mr.  Hughes  very  busy  making  templates  for 
new  planes.  We  have  made  approximately  30 
planes.  They  are  P-40's,  Spitfires,  Bakku  99's, 
Heinkel  1 09's,  and  Lockheed  P-38's.
